Mr. Little (now a cartoonist 
of national repute) and I were 
young reporters in search of 
news about a gang bootleg war. 
As a part of that conflict a char- 
acter named ‘‘Dog’’ Ward had 
been killed. 


‘‘Dog’’ Ward was the son of 
law-abiding parents of good 
standing. I suppose he was a 
juvenile delinquent case, al- 
though the phrase was not em- 
ployed as glibly as now. He 
had begun as a “‘thrill’’ driver 
of whisky-running cars and had 
worked on up in one of the 
gangs. Somehow or other, Ward 
and his associates got into a po- 
lice gun fight and he was shot. 


Funeral Story 


I recall that the funeral story, 
out of deference to his guiltless, 
sorrowing parents, omitted the 
sordid details. That afternoon 
old Major Stahlman, publisher, 
his long white hair combed back 
in the old colonial style, sat 
reading the proofs at The Ban- 
ner’s city desk, presided over by 
his nephew, James G. Stahlman, 
row publisher of the paper. 
This was the era when relations 
between The Banner and Col. 
Luke Lea’s Tennessean made 
those of the Capulets and Mon- 
tagues seem effeminate. 

“James,” said the Major,

MOSCOW, Saturday, Aug. 13 (2—The Soviet Union 
announced today it will slash its arrmed forces by 640,000 
men beforg Dec. 15. Tass; the official news agency, said 
ithe government had decided on the action following “a 
icertain reduction of tension in international relations’’ 
achieved at the Geneva summit conference. 

The Soviet Union, the announce- 


ment said, was taking the step with 
a view to further lessening interna- ba 
tional tension and establishing con- 
fidence among nations, 


Moscow mor ning néwspapers 
published the announcement with- 
out comment. 


“The effectives to be demobilized 
from the army and navy will be 
assured of employment at indus- 
trial establishments and on state 
and collective farms in their 
places of residence,’’ the announce- 
ment said. 


It added that ‘‘confidence among 
nations’’ would be advanced by 
the reduction of armed forces. 

Russia has been 
jhave 2,800,000 men in the army 
.and 750,000 in the Navy. 

Two weeks ago Russia an- 
nounced another minor demobiliz- 
ation—reduction of the armed 
forces by 44,000. This is the num- 
ber being withdrawn from Austria

Is Showing Results 


Of all the conferences that have been 
held in recent weeks at Geneva, the first 
International Atomic Energy Conference 
now in progress offers the greatest hope 
of all. It is not solving any international 
political problems but it is pointing the 
way to their solution through eliminating 
them. 

In other words, it points the way to 
eliminating the economic pressures that 
breed wars by utilizing atomic energy 
for peace. The bright outlook for such 
development in the next two decades of- 
fers such possibilities that it becomes 
more unthinkable that any nation would 
destroy those possibilities through atomic 
war. 

There's a lot of optimism coming fr@m 
the U.S. delegation. One leading American 
atomic scientist reports that the confer- 
ence has changed the atmosphere vir- 
tually from “black to white.” We are 
talking about atomic energy with the Rus- 
sians for the first time and for the first 
time they are letting down the bars. 


It is obvious that the Communists have 
made great progress even though they are 
still behind the West in atomic research. 
It is equally obvious that Great Britain 
has made greater progress than either the 
United States or Russia in developing 
atomic energy for peaceful uses. 


The conference has estimated that the 
world will need more than eight times as 
much electrical, heating and transport en- 
ergy by the end of the present century 
as it did in 1952. As early as 1975, world 
use will have tripled. 

During the next half century, sav 
these experts, nuclear science can reach 
the stage that it can produce as much as 
three quarters of the electric and heat 
energy required by the year 2,000. 

All the estimates seem to be conserva- 
tive. AEC Chairman Lewis L. Strauss, for 
instance, discloses that this country is 
working on ways to harness the energy of 
the hydrogen bomb. When this secret is 
unlocked, electric and heat energy will 
become as plentiful as the air and water. 

Leaders of both the United States and 
Russia seem to be agreed on one funda- 
mental, that in a war between two major 
nuclear powers there will be no victor— 
only annihilation for both. The alternative 
is to devote this destructive energy to 
man's benefit. 

The significance of this conference is 
not what it offers today for solution of 
political problems but its promise that if 
statesmen can prevent war now the causes 
of war eventually will disappear.

In fact, 
he hasn't stopped. 

But, whatever the reason; the warring 
Shivers will have no part of Adlai Ste- 
venson as a nominee.

The 84th Congress Did 
All Right for Itself 


There's one thing the American peo- 
ple will not have to chide themselves 
about this summer. They don't have to 
blame themselves that our. poor over- 
worked congressmen are also terribly 
underpaid. : 

Backed by a recommendation by a 
citizens’ study commission, senators and 
representatives voted themselves a hike 
from $15,000 to $22,500 a year—the hefti- 
est in history. It was deserved and it is 
doubtful if they would have voted it 
unless it had been recommended by out- 
side sources. 

That is not all the sil ected voted it- 
self; either. On these overseas junkets— 
‘which membérs vote themselves to do 
various and’ sundry inspections abroad

Within this country actual ex- 
penses of up to $25 a day are allowed. 

There were a few other boosts such as 
transportation expenses at 10 cents a mile 
for two employes of each senator to 
make one round trip a year between 
Wasttington and the senator's residence. 
Senators also got a boost in stationery 
allowances and in the amount for pur- 
chase of air mail and special delivery 
stamps.

John Peurifoy’s Death 
Is a Loss to the West 


One of the most effective diplomats 
in recent United States history has been 
killed. John E. Peurifoy, whose last as- 
signment was as ambassador to Thailand, 
died as a result of an automobile accident 
while on vacation on the Thai coast. 


Mr. Peurifoy was a native of South 
Carolina and a career man with the State 
Department. But he was made of sterner 
stuff than most careerists. His was not 
the striped pants, play it safe sort of atti- 
tude that gave the American foreign serv- 
ice a bad name both at home and abroad. 


Mr. Peurifoy was forthright and he 
was clever. His talents were recognized 
during World War II, and the confused 
postwar years brought him to the top. 
He was a trouble shooter, and went to 
Greece as the representative of the United 
States when it became necessary to stop 
the Communists there. He was assigned as 
ambassador to Guatemala when the Com- 
munist threat assumed nightmarish real- 
ity in that country. After the restoration 
of order in Guatemala, Mr. Peurifoy was 
sent to thé East and during his tour of 
duty in Bangkok made many friends for 
the United States and the Western 
democracies. 


He was 48 when he was killed. rela- 
tively young, and the best. years of his 
career still were to come. His death was 
a blow to the United States and her allies. 
Mr. Peurifoy was very good at his job, 
and one of the key men in the execution 
of American foreign policy.

By IDA JEAN KAIN 

There is nothing that sustains 
enthusiasm for slimming like be- 
ing able to slip smoothly into 
the next smaller dress size, 

Unhappily, some overweights 
reduce six to eight pounds, then 
become discouraged because this 
amount of weight lost has not 
changed their dress size. 

Their goal was within sight, 
but they didn’t know it. Had they 
realized that another four to six 
pounds off would have brought 
them within the weight range 
of the next smaller size .. . this 
would have been all the incen- 
tive needed to keep on. 


The standard number of 
pounds between dress sizes is 
ten to sixteen, depending on 
stature. 


It also helps to know the num- 
ber of inches off that will allow 
you to slip smoothly into that 
smaller, younger size. 

11, INCHES DIFFERENCE 

In general, the difference from 
one size to the next in misses’ 
sizes is 142 inches through the 
bust, waist, abdomen and hip 
measurement. 


In women’s sizes through 36, 
there is a 2-inch difference in 
all measurements between one 
size and the next. In larger 
sizes, there is a 2'2-inch differ- 
ence through the waist and ab- 
dominal extension — for that’s 
where the figure spreads, 


The tape measure gives the 
unbiased facts about your figure. 
The object of the tape test is to 
enable you to see just which 
measurements need alteration. 


In measuring the bust, mea- 
sure over an uplift bra. Circle 
tape around your back, bring it 


together across the center of the | 


bust, not tightly. Keep a record 
of your measurements, and two 
weeks hence, remeasure. 


NATURAL WAIST 


To find your natural waist, 
place hands on hips, with thumbs 
and forefingers encircling waist. 
Circle the tape around that line. 

Don’t pull tape too tightly— 
better let it Out an inch. You do 
have to breathe. Then slip .the 
tape down a few inches and cir- 
cle around the curve of the abdo- 
men. 


To get the full measure on 
hips, circle tape around lower 
hips at the largest part to in- 
clude the buttocks. Do not in- 
dent tape! 


Now to see how your propor- 
tions stack up. It’s symmetry 
that makes for a beautiful fig- 
ure, whether you are normally 
a size 12 or an 18. The chest 
and bust measurement is the 
gauge of your structure. 


The waistline should be 8 to 9 
inches smaller than the bust cir- 
cumference; abdomen, 1 to ls 
inches smaller; and hips, 1% to 
2 inches larger than the bust 
measurement. 

With your weight at normal, 
those proportionate differences 
will give you a perfect figure.
